All interests in Torrance should give a nod of approv-
al to President John Ebbinghouse and the Board of Direct-
‘ ors of the Torrance Chamber of Commerce in their policy
of insisting on freedom of expression on controversial mat-
ters relating to the welfare of this city. *

The issue has been raised by Mayor Albert Isen who
1 takes the position that, as long as the Chamber of Com-
merce receives substantial aid from.the City of Torrance,
the Chamber should not have an opinion. The Board, on
the other hand; holds that any matter relating to ‘the gen-
eral welfare of the City might be classified as controver-
sial. They further believe that a Chamber of Commerce
board without an opinion would be innocuous and com-
pletely ineffective.

Some politicians would have the general public be-
lieve the Chamber of Commerce represents only a natrow
interest, notabl'y‘,indus{iy. At the ‘present time indusfry-
has only five representatives on the Board and every sec-
tion of the city is ,tepresented. There have been several in-
stances in the past year when representatives of the city
government have come to the Board seeking endorsement
on issues considered important to the City of Torrance,
